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SELECTMEN'S  NARRATIVE 


The  Selectmen  are  frequently  asked  a  variety  of  questions 
regarding  the  origin  and  establishment  of  the  town  of  Bradford. 
It  is  the  object  of  this  narrative  to  attempt  to  answer  at  least 
some  of  the  questions. 

One  of  the  primary  concerns  of  the  New  England  colonies, 
and  of  Massachusetts  in  particular,  was  protection  from  the 
Indians.  For  this  reason,  in  1735  and  1736,  the  General  Court 
of  Massachusetts  granted  a  double  line  of  towns  extending  from 
Penacook  (now  Concord)  on  the  Merrimack,  to  Chariest  own, 
(which  was  No.  4  in  the  western  line  of  towns)  on  the  Connecticut. 
The  townships  thus  granted  were  No.  1,  including  Warner;  No.  2, 
including  Bradford;  No.  3,  including  the  northerly  part  of 
Washington  and  part  of  Lempster;  No.  4,  including  the  remaining 
land  between  No  3  and  Charlestown;  No.  5,  including  Hopking- 
town  as  it  was  then  called;  No.  6,  including  Henniker;  No.  7, 
including  Hillsborough ;  and  No.  8,  including  part  of  Washington 
and  part  of  Stoddard.  This  area  was  later  regranted  by  the 
Masonian  Proprietors. 

In  1770  Deacon  William  Presbury,  then  of  Henniker,  cleared 
a  few  acres  of  land  and  built  a  log  cabin,  into  which  he  moved 
with  his  family  the  following  winter.  In  time  the  Presburys  were 
joined  by  other  pioneers,  some  of  them  from  Bradford,  Mass., 
who  wished  to  name  the  new  settlement  after  their  old  home, 
calling  it  New  Bradford. 

When,  in  1787,  this  town  was  incorporated  by  an  act  of  the 
General  Court,  then  meeting  in  Charlestown,  N.H.,  it  included 
not  only  New  Bradford,  but  also  a  strip  of  land  not  included  in 
any  survey  and  known  as  "Washington  Gore"  and  a  part  of 
Washington  which  the  citizens  of  that  town  voted  to  surrender. 
The  Charter  was  signed  September  27,  just  ten  days  after  the 
adoption  of  the  federal  constitution  at  Philadelphia.  Bradford 
became  a  part  of  Hillsborough  County,  and  remained  so  until 
the  establishment  of  Merrimack  County  in  1823.  In  1796  a 
portion  of  Fishersfield  (now  Newbury)  was  annexed,  which  in- 
cluded the  most  of  what  is  now  Bradford  Village  as  well  as  what 
is  known  as  Hogg  Hill  and  Bradford  Plains.  In  1859  another 
portion  of  Newbury  was  annexed,  thus  allowing  the  residence 
now  owned  and  occupied  by  the  Edwin  H.  Dodge  family  to  be 
wholly  within  the  town  of  Bradford. 
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The  law  requires  that  town  lines  shall  be  "perambulated" 
by  the  selectmen  of  adjoining  towns  every  seven  years.  The 
date  for  such  perambulation  is  set,  and  the  notice  issued,  by  the 
selectmen  of  the  older  town.  The  bounds  are  traced  and  the 
markers  identified  and  recorded.  Originally,  most  of  the  markers 
were  trees.  Nowadays,  all  the  markers  are  of  stone  —  either 
natural  boulders  or  rough-cut  posts.  Each  has  chiseled  on  it  the 
letters  "TL"  (town  line),  the  initials  of  the  bordering  towns,  and 
the  dates  of  perambulations.  The  southwest  corner  of  this  town 
helps  to  form  the  junction  of  three  towns  and  three  counties: 
the  towns  of  Bradford,  Washington  and  Hillsboro,  and  Merrimack, 
Sullivan  and  Hillsboro  Counties. 

In  1796  the  first  meeting  house  was  built  at  Bradford  Center. 
It  stood  between  the  present  Congregational  Church  and  the 
road,  and  nearer  to  the  cemetery.  Close  by  were  the  first  school- 
house,  the  pound,  the  burial  yard,  and  the  cannon  house.  Also 
at  the  Center  were  a  store,  post  office,  tavern,  shoe  shop,  black- 
smith shop,  and  tannery.  Thus  Bradford  Center  was  both  the 
geographic  center  and  the  original  business  center  of  the  town. 
There  was  a  small  village  at  each  end  of  Main  Street  known  as 
the  Corner  and  Mill  Villages  respectively.  The  advent  of  the 
railroad  in  1850  gradually  drew  these  two  villages  together  and 
developed  this  part  of  town  at  the  expense  of  the  Center.  In  1863 
the  meeting  house  was  taken  down  and  rebuilt  as  the  present 
Town  Hall. 

Sometime  in  the  1850's  the  name  of  Bradford  Pond  was 
changed  to  Lake  Massasecum  in  memory  of  Chief  Massasecum 
who  once  lived  near  its  shores.  The  speech  of  dedication  was 
delivered  by  Gen.  Stephen  Hoyt,  who  had  married  a  daughter 
of  Deacon  Presbury. 

THE  HILLS  OF  SOUTH  BRADFORD

(A  former  resident  of  South  Bradford) 

The  Hills  of  South  Bradford,  how  nobly  they  rise, 
Unequalled  in  grandeur,  unrivalled  in  size, 
On  the  west  noble  Sunapee  raises  his  brow 
And  calmly  looks  down  on  the  valleys  below. 
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Hence  onward  outstretching  to  Henniker  line, 
They  rear  their  proud  summits  and  splendidly  shine 
As  they  catch  the  first  gleam  of  the  sun's  early  ray, 
Or  throw  back  his  light  at  the  close  of  the  day. 

Across  these  broad  highlands  'tis  pleasant  to  roam, 
Where  the  cattle  and  sheep  find  shelter  and  home ; 
In  groves  which  now  shelter  the  partridge  and  hare, 
Where  once  prowled  the  wildcat  and  ravaged  the  bear 

While  ages  successive  of  white  men  and  red 
Have  risen  and  flourished  and  sunk  to  the  dead; 
Everlasting  these  hills!  here  they  stand  and  have  stood 
On  their  granite  foundations  unchanged  since  the  flood. 

And  still  as  the  torrent  of  ages  rolls  on, 
When  all  now  alive,  to  oblivion  have  gone, 
These  hills  in  their  glory  yet  here  will  remain. 
And  send  down  their  streams  to  enliven  the  plain. 

And  when  the  last  trumpet  its  clangor  shall  sound, 
And  flames  all  unearthly  the  globe  shall  surround ; 
Oh,  then  it  must  happen,  but  never  before, 
That  the  hills  of  South  Bradford,  shall  flourish  no  more. 


We  are  proud  to  announce  that  the  1954  report  of  the  town 
of  Bradford  was  awarded  first  place  in  Glass  II  (500-1,000  popu- 
lation) .  We  received  a  letter  from  the  Department  of  Government 
of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  congratulating  us  for  our 
success  "at  a  time  when  the  cities  and  towns  of  New  Hampshire 
are  showing  an  increased  awareness  of  the  need  for  high  standards 
of  public  reporting."  As  a  first  place  winner  in  the  state,  we  were 
again  entitled  to  compete  in  the  New  England  Municipal  Reports 
Competition.  In  January  we  received  a  letter  from  the  New 
England  Council  advising  us  that  our  report  had  received  com- 
mendation in  the  eleventh  annual  competition,  to  quote:"  While 
a  commendation  is  only  a  second,  place  in  the  competition, 
I  want  you  to  know  that  the  scoring  was  sufficiently  close 
so  that  your  report  was  not  far  behind  the  community  that 
received  the  first  place  certificate  of  outstanding  merit  in  your 
population  group".  This  is  the  second  year  that  Bradford  has 
placed  first  in  the  state  contest,  and  in  1953  we  placed  third 
in  the  New  England  Competition.  This  makes  the  seventh 
consecutive  year  that  Bradford  has  received  one  of  the  three 
top  places  in  the  state  contest. 
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1955  PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 


At  the  end  of  another  year  your  Planning  Board  submits  its 
annual  report. 

The  annual  letter  to  summer  residents  containing  a  summary 
of  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Town  was  not  sent  this  past 
year  as  all  Taxpayers  received  a  Town  Report. 

The  Town  voted  at  last  year's  Town  Meeting  to  have  the 
Planning  Board  study  the  problems  of  the  Town  Hall  —  water, 
toilets,  etc.  The  Board  considered  the  possibilities  of  water 
and  toilets  but  concluded  it  would  be  a  very  expensive  proposition 
and  not  feasible  at  this  time.  If  modern  toilets  were  installed 
it  would  necessitate  a  permanent  water  supply.  Water  would 
mean  constant  heat  and  a  full  time  janitor.  If  the  present  toilets 
were  cared  for  yearly  it  is  believed  they  would  not  cause  the 
unpleasant  conditions  of  the  past  years. 

The  Board  was  instructed  to  study  and  report  to  the  Budget 
Committee  in  1956  the  advantages  of  having  a  circular  or  folder 
advertising  the  scenic  and  recreational  features  of  our  Town. 
The  Board  concluded  that  the  cost  of  such  folders  would  be 
returned  many  times  in  greater  business  activity  in  the  Town 
and  that  everyone  would  benefit  from  them. 

The  following  constitutes  recommendations  with  respect  to 
the  problems  referred  to  it  at  the  1955  Town  Meeting.  These 
have  been  forwarded  to  the  Selectmen  and  we  anticipate  that 
they  may  be  be  included  in  the  Warrant : 

(1.)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $50 .  00  for  the  use  of  the  Planning  Board  to  cover 
any  expense  in  making  surveys  or  studies  of  various  town  problems. 

(2.)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $200 .  00  to  make  and  print  a  folder  showing  the  scenic 
and  recreational  features  of  our  Town. 
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(3.)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $500.00  to  be  expended  on  the  Town  Hall;  to  sand 
the  floors,  to  make  the  entrances  to  the  downstairs  toilets  more 
accessible  and  attractive  with  any  amount  left  over  to  be  used 
for  the  purchase  of  additional  chairs  or  other  repairs  needed 
in  the  Town  Hall. 

We  would  like  to  include  in  this  report  a  "thank  you"  to 
Stanley  M.  Brown  for  his  valuable  services  during  the  years 
that  he  served  on  this  Board. 

In  conclusion  your  Planning  Board  would  welcome  suggestions 
from  town  officers  or  townspeople,  both  resident  and  non-resident 
of  any  problems  they  would  like  us  to  consider.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $350.00  for  Hospitals;  Concord  Hospital  to  receive 
the  sum  of  $150.00,  and  the  New  London  Hospital  to

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $50.00  for  the  American  Red  Cross.  (Permitted 
by  Law)

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of  $500.00 
from  the  Anna  P.  Bailey  estate,  the  interest  therefrom  to 
be  used  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the  cemetery  lots  of 
Willis  N.  Bailey  and  Jacob  C.  Bailey  in  Pleasant  Hill 
Cemetery. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of  $90.00 
from  the  Col.  S.  J.  Sutherland  estate,  the  interest  there- 
from to  be  used  for  the  perpetual  care  of  his  cemetery 
lot  in  Sunny  Plain. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  sixty  (60)  shares  of 
Home  Insurance  Company  of  New  York  from  the  estate 
of  Anne  Smyth e  Flanders,  the  income  therefrom  to  be 
used  to  care  for  the  cemetery  lots  in  Sunny  Plains,  Pleasant 
Hill  and  Center  Road,  if  and  when  these  shares  become 
available. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $50.00  for  the  use  of  the  Planning  Board  to  cover 
any  expense  in  making  surveys  or  studies  of  various  town 
problems. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $200.00  to  make  and  print  a  folder  showing  the 
scenic  and  recreational  features  of  our  Town. 
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15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $500.00  to  be  expended  on  the  Town  Hall;  to  sand 
the  floors,  to  make  the  entrances  to  the  downstairs  toilets 
more  accessible  and  attractive  with  any  amount  left  over 
to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  additional  chairs  or  other 
repairs  needed  in  the  Town  Hall. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Non  Partisan 
Ballot,  rescinding  the  vote  of  the  Town  in  1932  adopting 
the  Australian  Ballot  for  Town  Meeting.  (Chapter  22, 
Session  1943) 

17.  To  hear  reports  of  committees  and  act  thereon. 

18.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  reports  of  the 
Town  Officers. 

20.  To  choose  a  delegate  to  the  Constitutional  Convention.

Smoking  and  debris  burning  caused  more  than  50  percent  of 
the  forest  fires  occurring  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  in  1955  - 
235  fires  out  of  a  total  of  463  originated  from  these  two  sources. 
Lighted  smoking  material  and  matches  thrown  from  moving 
vehicles  along  the  highway  or  dropped  by  fishermen,  hunters, 
hikers,  berry  and  flower  pickers  accounted  for  26  percent;  debris 
burning  in  the  wrong  place  or  at  the  wrong  time  by  those  who 
failed  to  heed  all  pleas  for  safety  or  refused  to  recognize  the 
logical,  sensible  rules  and  regulations  set  up  under  legislative 
authority  governing  the  use  of  fire  in  or  near  woodlands  accounted 
for  more  than  24  percent.  This  is  inexcusable. 

Everything  possible  is  being  done  officially  to  remedy  the 
situation.  Since  1909  there  has  been  a  statute  on  our  law  books 
which  requires  everyone  to  secure  written  permission  from  the 
local  forest  fire  warden  before  starting  a  fire  in  or  near  wood- 
lands or  where  fire  can  be  communicated  to  woodlands,  unless 
the  ground  is  covered  with  snow.  A  never  ending  program  of 
educational  work  is  being  carried  on  by  your  local  warden  and 
state  officials  to  inform  the  general  public  both  of  the  value  and 
necessity  of  securing  the  required  permit  for  such  burning.  Much 
progress  has  been  made,  but  there  are  still  many  who  fail  or 
refuse  to  cooperate.  The  value  of  our  permit  system  was  definitely 
proven  in  this  district  during  the  1955  calendar  year.  Local 
wardens  issued  3,864  permits  for  debris  burning  fires.  That's  a 
lot  of  permits.  The  records  show  only  2  permit  fires  got  out  of 
control.  This  proves  several  things  -  while  wardens  were  liberal 
in  the  issuance  of  fire  permits,  accommodating  every  applicant 
so  far  as  possible,  they  were  cautious,  following  closely  directives 
outlining  overall  policy  governing  the  issuance  of  burning  permits 
and  thoroughly  instructing  permit  users.  The  latter,  too,  fully 
appreciating  their  responsibility  in  using  their  permits,  governed 
themselves  accordingly.  Result?  Much  burning  done  legally  and 
safe. 

But  what  of  the  smokers?  Despite  all  the  efforts  of  those 
officially  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  preventing  fires, 
too  many  were  careless  or  thoughtless  in  disposing  of  smoking 
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material  and  matches.  Why?  It  is  difficult  to  say.  Autos  are 
now  equipped  with  ash  trays.  Why  not  use  them.  The  crushing 
out  of  a  cigar,  cigarette  and  the  complete  extinguishment  of 
matches  before  being  discarded  is  an  easy  chore. 

If  the  costly  habits  of  the  careless  and  indifferent  smoker  and 
debris  burner  could  be  overcome,  more  than  half  of  our  annual 
forest  fires  would  be  eliminated.  Will  You  do  Your  share  to 
bring  this  about? 

REMEMBER 

1.  Get  a  written  permit  from  your  local  warden  before 
starting  your  debris  burning  or  camp  fire.  THE 
LAW  REQUIRES  IT. 

2.  Make  certain  they  are  dead  out  before  leaving  them. 

3.  Become  a  safe  smoker  by  extinguishing  smoking 
material    and    matches    before    discarding    them.

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We  have  had  one  change  in  the  faculty  at  Bradford  this 
year.  Mr.  Clarence  Wadleigh,who  was  with  us  for  two  years,  is 
now  teaching  in  the  armed  forces  education  program  in  Europe. 
He  was  replaced  by  Mr.  Homer  Hamlin  who  is  a  graduate  of 
New  England  College.  Mr.  Hamlin  is  doing  graduate  work  at 
Keene  Teachers'  College  where  he  is  specializing  in  elementary 
education. 

Our  enrollment  has  continued  to  decrease  slightly  and  the 
census  figures  indicate  that  we  will  have  a  fairly  small  enrollment 
in  the  next  few  years.  This  year,  in  order  to  make  the  teaching 
load  more  even,  we  have  kept  the  third  grade  with  the  first  and 
second  grades.  This  means  that  each  teacher  has  about  twenty- 
three  pupils.  We  should  continue  to  shift  the  grades  to  get  the 
best  possible  teaching  results. 

The  decreasing  enrollment  means  that  Bradford  should  not 
suffer  from  the  sharply  rising  costs  that  is  causing  considerable 
concern  in  other  communities.  There  are  towns  that  are  forced 
with  the  extra  cost  of  new  construction  in  an  inflated  market, 
and  adding  more  teachers  to  the  staff  which  has  an  inflationary 
effect  on  the  budget.  Some  towns  have  had  their  budgets  jump- 
10%  to  20%  each  year.  The  two  items  which  have  increased 
have  been  high  school  tuition  and  teachers'  salaries. 

Last  year,  new  flourescent  lighting  was  installed  in  the  upper 
grade  room,  and  this  fall,  the  same  type  of  lighting  was  installed 
in  the  other  two  rooms.  Thus,  the  school  board  has  corrected  a 
most  serious  defect  in  the  graded  school,  and  even  on  the  darkest 
days  the  children  have  plenty  of  light. 

Our  children  continue  to  do  well  in  high  school.  This  coming 
June,  six  pupils  will  be  graduates  from  Simonds  High  School. 
Namely:  Arlene  Douglas,  Albert  Gerken,  Linda  Gove,  Nancy 
Hammond,  Varel  Neil  Peaslee  and  Wallace  Brown. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Parent-Teacher  Association  and  the 
School  Board  for  their  fine  cooperation.  I  have  had  many  pleasant 
experiences  in  Bradford.
